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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The base reference teaches of the desirability to 
alter the curing of a stiffening material along the length of the catheter to alter the stiffness of the catheter along its length. The examiner 
contends that one skilled in the art would have found it obvious to use a material which could specifically alter the degree of curing of a 
polymeric material in order to alter the degree of curing and therefore alter the stiffness of respective portions of the catheter shaft, and 
that one attempting to do so would have found the teaching reference particulary relevant in that it teaches of adding to a polymeric 
material a photoinferter which only cures upon application of light, and that this allows for very speciifc degrees of curing of the polymeric 
material, therefore, the examiner contends that even though the teaching reference specifically deals with the adjustable curing of a 
polymeric dental article, that the examiner contends that this teaching could be applicable in virtually any polymeric material which needs 
to cure. The combination would allow the flexibility of the catheter to be intricately varied due to the degree of curing of the polymeric 
material. The exmainer contends that one skilled in the art would have therefore had every reason to expect to have success in providing 
a catheter of variable flexibility along it's length by adding a photoinferter to the polymeric material as it allows for intricate altering of the 
degree of curing of the material, which will affect the flexibilty of the polymeric material making up the catheter. . 
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
